The weatherm an predicted more 
snow would fall in eastern Pennsyl­ 
vania today and tomorrow, although 
he expected the storm to let up to­ 
day. the western section of the state 
could also look for more snow, he 
said. 
Driven by a hard wind, the storm 
struck the state yesterday and by 
late last night the snow fall ranged 
from five to eight inches. 
Highway traffic was slowed, al­ 
though with 3.530 state workmen and 
813 trucks out to spread cinders and 
battle drifts, all roads were kept 
open.

Publishers Are Urged to 
Publicize Governmental 
Functions in Full Light 


Harrisburg, Jan. 14 *A Pi—Penn­ 
sylvania newspaper publishers were 
urged by Colley s Baker, chairman 
of the state securities commission, 
today to sponsor legislation “that 
w ill turn on the light of publicity to 
all governmental functions." 
Baker, a former newspaperman 
said in a prepared address at the 
convention 
of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
newspaper publishers’ association: 
“Publicity not only keeps down 
law violations, birt when the activi­ 
ties of any governmental body are 
ojien to the public, as they should 
be, there is less likely to be corrup­ 
tion and misuse of power by public 
officials." 
Powerful Wea pon 
Discussing his own commission, he 
said: 
“Publicity, I believe, is a powerful 
weapon 
against 
fraudulent 
prac­ 
tices. and I feel sure that if all the 
activities of the commission were 
open to the press, security frauds by 
registered 
dealers 
and 
salesmen 
would be less frequent, and that it 
would be less difficult to apprehend 
other 
violators 
of 
the 
securities 
statutes." 
He 
explained

commissions 
hearings were closed to the public 
and newspapermen, and "only the 
decisions of the commission may be 
made public until a *case reaches 
the court ” 
He said 
departmental 
publicity 
men of state and federal govern­ 
ments should give our news"whether 
it be favorable or unfavorable to the 
department head or to the adminis­ 
tration.”
